Program Directed By Athletic Council 


Planned improvement to the Belle Glade High School athletic field, will cost an 
estimated $50,000 the financing of which will depend on area sports fans who contri- 
bute to a fund-raising program, Othar Crawford, athletic director, said recently. 

Work is now underway on moving bleachers and poles on the south side of the foot- 
hall field so that a half-mile track may be completed in time for the spring sports pro- 
gram, Crawford said. 

Funds are now available to complete the first phase of the expansion at the ath- 
letic plant, which is located north of the high school campus. Until the present work 
was begun, the track program at the school has been curtailed. 

Donations from interested parents and supporters of the sports program now total 
$2,000, there have been additional donations of labor, material and heavy equipment 
necessary to improve the facilities, it was stated. 

Chairman of the improvement fund project is John H. Causey, a former president 
of the Belle Glade High School Athletic Council. Donations may be addressed to Causey 


or school officials. 


The Palm Beach County Board of Public instruction has donated $4,000 toward 
the construction work and an additional $8,500 will come from the maintenance fund, 
which is collected from ticket sales to athletic events. 

A certain percentage of each ticket sold is placed in that fund, Crawford said. Ac- 
cording to the athletic director, the improvements are p'anned in four phases. The first 
entails the moving of fences and electric installations so that the track may be built. 

After that project is completed, Crawford stated, there is plans to build additional

ез and a modern press box atop the north stands. A new concession 
stand and addition of bleachers on the homeside of the football field, plus the installation 
of new light poles is included in the long range program. 

The completion of the track and the moving of fences, bleachers and electrical lines 
will cost and estimated $10,600. Additional rest roms will add another $6,600 to the ex- 
penditures. Crawford said a new press box would cost approximately $11,600 and im- 
provements to concession facilities another $3,255. 

Increased seating capacity is estimated at $4,000 and three new concrete light stan- 
dards and lights will add an additiona! $12,000 to the cost. Barring complications, the 
track should be ready in time to hold at least two meets here in April.

Hypocrisy On The Dollar 


In calling on Americans not 
10 travel or invest abroad, 
President Johnson took action 
that he described as protec- 
tion of the U. S. dollar. The 
action hardly seems effective, 
however. Indeed there is the 
odor of hypocrisy about it. 

The United States hasn't а 
balance of payments problem 
because U. S. citizens want to 
visit the Tower of London or 
the Parthenon in Athens. The 
U. S. dollar is threatened with 
a crisis of confidence because 
the United States is spending 
more than, it earns — at home 
and abroad. The biggest fin- 
ancial drain since the end of 
World War П has been the 
foreign aid program which has 
won America more enemies 
than friends. 

In the last session of Con- 
gress, economy-minded sena- 
tors and representatives want- 
ed to slash spending on for- 
eign aid — thereby buttressing 
the dollar — but the adminis- 
tration said “no.” Invariably 
when the protection of the dol- 
lar comes down to some tough 
Political action, the Great So- 
ciety wants to go on spending 
and promoting the share-the- 
wealth philosophy. 

The hypocrisy of the admin- 
istration's stand on protecting 
the dollar was made crystal 
clear January 5 when Vice 
Presdient Hubert Humphrey, 
visiting the unstable state of 
Zambia in South-Central Afri- 
ca, promised U. S. help to 
build a highway to the Indian 
Ocean. 

Here is a prime example of 
foreign aid waste. It is, in the 
administration's book, wrong 
for Americans to make an edu- 
cational tour of Europe, but 
it is all right for the -federal 
government to dump millions 
of dollars in a road through 
an African jungle — simply to 
appease an African dictator 
and his fanatical followers. 

The proposed road over 
which Zambian copper would 
be hauled to the ocean is total- 
ly unnecessary. The Rhodésian 
Railway is equipped and ready 
to haul the copper, as they 
have done in the past. How- 
ever, Zambia wants to see 
Rhodesia destroyed, and insists 
that Uncle Sam provide an al- 
ternate method of moving the 
copper. 

It is shocking and outra 
cous that the Johnson adminis- 
tration would agree to the 
Zambian plan. Yet wasting mil- 
lions on synthetic African states 
is characteristic of the "liber- 
" in power in Washington. 

"They haven't the will to de- 
fend the dollar as it should be 
defended. 

Moreover. it is a mistake to 
accept Mr. Johnson's notion 
that the dollar only needs de- 
fense overseas. It is at home 
that the struggle to strengthen 
the dollar also must be carried 

~on with great determination. 
Yet waste and big spending 
constitute a way of life for the 
Great Society.

Because the federal govern- 
ment is pouring billions into 
non-productive programs, such 
as the War on Poverty, the 
dollar is declining in. value. 
This month, for example, the 
cost of Social Security increas- 
ed, but real benefits aren't 
increasing. The reason is that 
the cost of everything is going 
up. An American has only to 
buy a postage stamp to appre- 
ciate this truth. A stamp for 
а first-class letter now is six 
cents instead of five, Who 
knows? Perhaps a few years 
from now a stamp will cost a 
dime or a quarter. 

As prices go up in the Unit- 
ed States, America’s ability to 
compete in world markets goes 
down. At the same time, influ- 
ential elements in the adminis- 
tration are pressing for a-re- 
duction in tariffs so that for- 
eign countries can sell more 
in the U. S. That outlook and 
action can only produce a fur- 
ther reduction im the strength 
of the American economy. 

If the administration were 
truly concerned about the. dol- 
lar, and determined to arrest its 
decline, it would do much more 
than tell citizens they can't 
take a trip abroad, It would 
begin with a massive reduction 
in federal spending and with 
telling the American people 
that this is not the time for 
expansion of the welfare state 
or other federal services. 

After all, the deficit in our 
internal, national account is 
the fundamental financial pro- 
blem. Years and years of pro- 
fligate federal spending has 
eaten away much of the value 
of the dollar. Slippery-tongued 
economists have passed out the 
word that we don't have to 
worry about deficits because 


Britsh "liberal" economists said 
the same thing, but that didn't 
prevent devaluation of the 
pound. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
evidence that the Johnson ad- 
ministration will consider in- 
troducing fundamental fiscal 
reforms. It has its mind set 
on the 1968 election.

college system under which the President of the 
United States is elected. Some proposals have called 
for pledged electors selected by the people within 
districts, others for a direct popular election, and 
still others for a proportional plan of casting elec- 
toral votes. 


Hearings have been held by the Constitutional 
Amendments Subcommittee of the Senate on these 
various plans for electoral reform. But to date no 
action has been taken beyond the heai ings. Addi- 
tional hearings are planned by the Subcommittee 
and when they terminate, it is believed that some 
form of reform proposal will be approved for con- 
sideration on the floor of the Senate. 


We would favor improving the modus operandi 
of the electoral college rather than abolishing it 
altogether. The faults of the present method sup- 
ply compelling reasons for a change. 


It is time for a Constitutional amendment under 
which the electoral college system would more 
genuinely reflect the difference of opinion and the 
preferences of those voting within each state with 
respect to the election of the President and the Vice 
President. 


The most effective plan would be the District 
plan introduced by Senator Mundt (R-S.D.). A plan 
that provides for the election of presidential elec- 
tors by the people within single-elector districts that 
would be established by the state legislature.

office. 

Lowell Dunn, head of the 11 
year old firm that bears his 
name, The Lowell Dunn Com- 
pany, comes from North Geor- 
gia and established his business 
with one dump truck plus plen- 
ty of energy and imagination. 
The business has steadily grown 
until it today operates over 
100 major pieces of equipment 
and grosses upwards of $2 mil- 
lion in excavation and land 
clearing operations. The com- 
pany has shown a fifty per- 
cent increase іп growth each 
year since it was established. 
and is now one of the largest 
in South Florida-in the field 
Of site preparation and exca- 
vating. 

Dunn contends that company 
growth and profits alone are 
not enough. He believes that 
they can be sustained only if 
all employees share manage- 
ment pride and faith їп the 
company and its management.

Income Tax 
Due In April 


Jacksonville — Everyone 
under 65 years old, whether 
single or married, who is а 
citizen or resident of the Unit- 
ed States and had gross in- 
come of $600 or more during 
the year must file a return, A. 
J. O'Donnell, Jr., District Di- 
rector of the Internal Revenue 
Service for Florida advised 
taxpayers today. 

If you are 65 or older on 
the last day of your tax year, 
no return is required unless 
gross income was $1,200 or 
more. If your income is under 
$600 (or $1,200 if you are 
65 or older) you should file 
a return to obtain any refund 
due you of income tax with- 
held from salaries or wages. 

Businessmen, farmers, and 
other self-employed persons 
must file a return if your 
earnings from self-employment 
were $400 or more. 

The filing deadline for 1967 
ta xreturn is April 15, 1968. 
Florida faxpayers should mail 
the individual income tax.re- 
turn to the Internal Revenue 
Service Center.

The many longtime friends 
of Tom Erwin here in Belle 
Glade and at the Experiment 
Station were deeply shocked 
and grieved upon learning of 
his recent death and burial in 
Orlando last Wednesday morn- 
ing following a comparatively 
brief illness which involved 
serious complications brought 
on by two operations, in suc- 
cession, for kidney stones. The 
immediate family left to mourn 
his passing include Betty, his 
wife. and nine children: 
well, Ensign, U.S. Navy 
vid, Jerel, Nancy, Mary Ki 
thryn, Thomas Church, Jr., 
James, John and little Timothy, 
14 Mo,; also his mother and 
sister, Mrs. Laurene 1.

Tom became well grounded 
in his chosen field of spectros- 
copy and spectroanalysis while 
working in the Soils Depart- 
ment at the University of Flor- 
ida in Gainesville from 1942

glades Station in 1946 to take 
charge of this very important 
phase of the work with the so. 
called trace elements. No one 
who knows anything of the 
very great importance of this 
`a phase of the early work of the 
Experiment Station in relation 
10- both plant and animal nu- 
irition or found opportunity 
to Observe his very great skill 
in setting up and operating the 
exceedingly complicated equip- 
ment involved and his almost 
uncanny ability to translate the 
delicate quantitative results i 
to meaningful programs will 
ever fail to appreciate and re- 
member that his was a very 
important contribution to the 
early agriculturll development 
of this great area.

School Bids

the East Lake School, Paho- 
kee, in bids opened by the 
Palm Beach County school sy- 
stem, Tuesday, January 9. 

The apparent low bid was 
$456,876. Two other bids re- 
ceived were Blanton and Un- 
win, Inc., of Pahokee, $463.- 
500. and the DeVos Construc- 
tion Company, West Palm 
Beach, $483,850. 

The bids are being analyzed 
and various alternates evaluat- 
ed by the School Plant Plan- 
ning Department, and a report 
is expected to be made to the 
County School Board within 
the next week. 

The expansion and improve- 
ments plan includes a new ad- 
ministrative suite, music suite, 
industrial arts shops, materials 
center (library), shower and 
locker rooms, two science la- 
boratories, and the remodeling 
and expansion of the existing 
kitchen.
